The amending of the .b'roudou of Information law ( Congressional Heeord 5/30/74) was 
influenced. iind the current successes in the defense of Janes Earl Hoy and the effort 
to get liim a Ytho first) trial stem directly from my Frame-Up. 

JPramo-Up provided the beginning of a real Kay defense and a real investigation. 
Since it appeared I havo been Ills unpaid and unpublicized investigator. Beginning 
before ho took the District of Columbia bare my colleague in the new and fourth of tlie 
Whitewash aerie 3 started working on the legal end. V/hilo he today is still tine junior 
counsel he is, in fact, doing virtually all the legal work. 

iilso unpublicized io the fact tliatby January 6 the Supreme Court wants arguments 
from us and the Srato of Tennessee on a new precedent we have established, the, right to 
dicovcry of a habeas corpus petitioner. 

( We do not seek publicity and what we swept from the oblivion of official files 
makes the Ellsborg case look like support of the Constitution.) 

The problems of wliich you wrote have not ended, host of the wholesalers just 
didn^t pay, whisk made their distribution of wy tlireo earlier Whitewash books a futility 
and a dead los3. Without means one can’t sue, especially in foreign jurisdictions. 

Y/hen initial effort with tills fourth Whitewash was a replay of the history of the 
first, because at 61 I can* t responsibly increase my debt my young colleague, whose 
first real case the **ay case is, borrowed the money to pay the printer. Appearance of 
the book was delayed by our joint effort before and during the Kay evidentiary hearing 
on which there should bo a decision before too long. 

The book is available from ine only. 1 spend part of each day making up and mailing 
pacicages. As a one-man publisher I am also a one-,— man slapping department. Virtually 
sales to date are from radio sliows I do by phone. iA ajor news attention (UxPo 3 t syndication, 
AP and UPI stories) attracted radio interest but* with no address, almost no sales. No 
Books in stores, of course. However, the radio stations are giving my addess and the by- 
nail cost, $56.25, and people send a check and a note. If thi 3 is a hell of a way to pul>- 
lioh a book, for me there is no practical alternative. 

I am also a one-man promotion department. As I remember and find time 1 write those 
who said something, whether or not favorable, to Bee if they are interested. If you are 
please lot me knovj find 1*11 3 end you a copy. I enclose a flyer that gives a notion of 
the content.
